follow if Canada does not bar the 
door to immigration. The unem- 
io eg situation is not a new 
roblem. Winnipeg and Canada 
ve been dealing with it annually 
for the past twenty years. Any ex- 
ceas in unemployment at the present 
time is due to the fact that the pub- 
lic stopped buying goods made dear 
by too high a cost of production, in 
which labor figures largely.
